Galileo Probe at Jupiter 


B. Dean Astronomy Lecture: The Galileo Probe on Dec. 7 was an 
historic event, marking humankind’s first effort to explore the outer 
atmosphere of a primitive planet. Gaseous planets such as Jupiter 
are more typical than planets like Earth, and closer 
analysis of the data obtained from Jupiter will give 
us a better understanding of these planets. 

The probe’s successful plunge into Jupiter’s at- 
mosphere was the culmination of planning and re- 
search that began at the Ames Research Center in 
the late 1960s. Dr. Alvin Seiff, retired from the NASA- 
Ames Research Center and currently a research asso- 
ciate at the San Jose State Foundation department of meteorology, 
has studied the possibility of a Jupiter probe since 19660. 

Seiff will discuss how the probe obtained specifics on the phys- 
ics and chemistry of Jupiter’s accessible atmosphere.

Environmentalist David Brower 


Often called the archdruid, the ultimate environmentalist, David 
Brower has had a profound impact on the state of America’s wild- 
lands. He has helped create national parks and seashores such as 
Point Reyes, Kings Canyon and the North Cascades. He is the author 
of several books on the environment, including his latest work, Let 
the Mountains Talk, Let the Rivers Run. 

Brower was the Sierra Club’s first ex- 
ecutive director from 1952 to 1969. He 
founded Friends of the Earth, along with 
the League of Conservation Voters, and 
initiated the founding of independent 
Friends of the Earth organizations in 
other countries. He is the founder and 
chairman of Earth Island Institute. 

Brower will be joined in conversation with Mark Dowie, the 
former editor-at-large of InterNation, a transnational feature syndi- 
cate. Dowie has been nominated for a Pulitzer Prize for his book 
Losing Ground: American Environmentalism at the Close of the 
Twentieth Century.
